EDMONTON-—-Trying to find a 
starting place in a review of Al- 
herta’s progress in 1954 is like try- 
ing to find the end of a ball. And 
like a ball the province’s fortunes 
continued to roll right along in the 
past: year. 

There were times when the ball 
sccmed to roll backwards—a poor 
crop and construction year, hun- 
dreds of coal miners thrown out 
of work by lack of markets a slight 
drop in wholesale and retail sales. 
But, generally few people would 
say the outlook for the province 
as a whole was anything but 
bright. 

Like the past several years, the 
progress centred on the develop- 


ment of the province’s natural re- 
sources, mainly oil and gas, and in- 
dustrial expansion. Notable in the 
search for oil and gas were the 
development of fieds in the Pem- 
bina area, west of Edmonton, and 
the Sturgeon Lake district, of the 
south Peace River country. 

If there were fewer large indus- 
trial plants started during the 
year, there were plenty of indica- 
tions that even the expansion of 
the past years would be overshad- 
owed by projects expected to start 
in 1955. On the drawing boards 
are plans for cement plants, a pulp 
inill and chemical factories. The 
export of natural gas from the 
province, which some federal and 
provincial officials seem to think 
will begin this year, is expected to 
‘bring the deveopment of industries 
cannot be exported with the gas. 
designed to use by-products which 

Westcoast Transmission finally 
announced it will be exporting gas 
to B.C. and the northwest U.S. 
under an agreement signed with 
un American firm which won the 
right to pipe gas into the north- 
west states. The Canadian com 
pany’s gas will come from the 
Peace River district. Plans also are 
going ahead for the construction 
of a gas gathering system in the 
province, which will feed the big 
vast-bound gas line. 

In the field of government and 
legislature, a variety of new meas- 
ures have been introduced, old 
ones revised and revenues and 
expenditures have reached all-time 
highs. 

The seven-week session of the 
legislature, held carly in the year, 
included a lengthy education com- 
mittee hearing and equally long 
house debate on the government's 
proposal to relieve the teacher 
shortage in the province's isolated 
shools. The proposal was adopted 
and last summer 130 persons en- 
rolled in a special six-week teach- 
er training course at the University 
of Alberta, 121 of them emerging 
us student-teachers, 

The legislature also passed a 
budget calling for expenditures of 
nearly $205 million, a $30-million 
increase over the estimated spend- 
ing of the previous year, Part of 
the increase was accounted for by 
additional $14 million in aid to the 
over - burdened municipalities, 
while more money was slated for 
roads, public welfare and health. 

No one knew at that time, pos- 
sibly not even Premier Manning, 
that it would be the last budget he 
would introduce in the session. In 
December the premier relinquish- 
ed the treasury post to Provincial 
Secretary C. E. Gerhart, stating 
more time would be required by 
his mines and minerals post. A re- 
lative neweomer to the political 
scene in the province, Edgar W. 
Hinman, of Cardston, elected first 
in 1952, became municipal affairs 
minister, the post hed for many 
years by Mr. Gerhart. 

It was the second cabinet shuffle 
of the year. Last January, R. D. 
Jorgenson Pembina MLA and 
Social Credit stalwart, became pub- 
lic welfare minister to succeed L, 
(', Halmrast, who became agricul- 
ture minister, the post held by 
Navid Ure, who died in a_ pre- 
‘hristmas road accident. 

Then there was the Red Deer 
by-election to fill the vacancy 
created by Mr. Ure’s death. It pro- 
vided fuel for the fires of political 
sages, when W. J. C. Cam” Kirby, 
a Progressive Conservative, was 
elected, the first new Conserva- 
tive member in the Alberta legis- 
lature in several years. 

This new year could provide 
many new things in the govern- 
mental and legisative realm but 
possibly the province's biggest 
thrill will come from the celebra- 
tion, in a variety of ways, of the 
50th anniversary of Alberta’s birth 
as a province — and no doubt
